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Poles Reject Red Overtare 
For a Truce During Parleys 


WARSAW, April 2.—The Polish 
Government has rejected a counter- 
proposal by the Russian Soviet Gov- 
ernment for an armistice along the 
entire battlefront during the pro- 
posed peace negotiations between Po- 
land and Soviet Russia. 

In the note rejecting the armistice 
proposal the Poles also opposed the 
holding of the peace conference in 
Esthonia, as had been proposed by 
the Bolsheviki in answer to the ac- 
ceptahce of peace pourparlers by the 
Poles, who suggested Borisov as the 
seat for the négotiations. 


WASHINGTON, April 2.—At the 
Polish Legation here today it was 
stated that the Polish Government 
has taken the position that peace 
negotiations could not be conducted 
in Esthonia without outside pressure. 
Objection has also been made on the 
ground that Esthonia negotiated a 
treaty with the Russian Soviets_and 
violated the terms of its treaty with 
Poland.

MANY HURT, THREE SAVED 


Mother and Three Children Are 
Rescued During Blaze in 
Thirty-fourth Street. 


With a glare and a detonation that 
caused excitement all along West Forty- 
second Street, between Seventh and 
Bighth Avenues, a large quantity of 
Photographer’s flashlight powder was 
accidentally set off in the studios of 
Hughes & Esterbrook, commercial pho- 
tographers, on the top floor of 251 West 
Forty-second Street, yesterday after- 


noon at 6 o’clock. The explosion wrecked 
‘the building, hurt three men 
and. half a dozen slightly. ». 
of the three men was made h 


‘ fire that followed the explosion, me 


they finally were taken out and sent to 
Bellevue Hospital in two atibdlances. 

Firemen, working under the direction 
of Assistant Chief ‘‘Smoky’’ Joe Mar 
tin, were caught in‘a second explosion 
and burned slightly. Part’ of the rear 
wall of the structure and large plate 
glass. windows in the front of the studio 
were blown out. The street was show- 
ered with broken glass and other frag- 
ments, and scores of pedestrians fled to 
cover. 

Three of the injured men gave their 
names as Louls Cohen, 22 years, 1,182 
Kelly Street, the Bronx; Clifford Krie- 
ger, 23 years, of River Edge, N. J., and 
Jack Mescan, 25 years, of 687 Fast 224th 
Street, the Bronx. At Bellevue Hospital 
their injuries were said to be serious, 
though not necessarily fatal. All had 
been cut by flying glass and burned on 
the faces and shoulders, 


Tenants Next Door Shocked. 


An, adjoining building, the five-story 
Clinton apartment house, where there 
were forty or more tenants, was shaken 
by the explosion and several women 
fainted. These were attended by Dr. 
D, M. Unger, also a tenant of the 
Clinton. Mrs. Emma Corrigan, who has 
an apartment on the third floor and was 
seated by a window facing the studio, 
was knocked out of her chair and 
bruised and shocked. The windows of 
the apartment of Colonel Allan Edwards, 
on the second floor, were shattered. 

The shock caused alarm in the Auto- 
mat restaurant directly across the 
street and patrons ran out, leaving their 
food. In a barber shop in the rear of 
the gymnasium of George Bothner, over 
the Automat, a man who was being 
shaved was so startled by the explosion 
that he jumped and caused the barber 
to cut him slightly on the cheek. 

That no loss of: life occurred in the 
building where the explosion happened 
was considered unusual by Assistant 
Chief Martin. The explosion attracted 
the attention of Patrolman John Craig 
of the West Forty-seventh Street station, 
who sent in an alarm. Engine com- 
panies 64, 65, 26 and 2.and Trucks 
4 and 21 answered, with Deputy Chief 
King. Police reserves from the West 
Forty-seventh Street station were called 
to handle the crowds. 

Before the arrival of the firemen 
Robert White, a street cleaner of 600 
West: Forty-sixth Street, and Emil 
Moller of 227 West Thirty-eighth Streét 
ran into the burning studio and helped 
remove the three injured men, to the 
hallway. White and Moller were slight- 
ly burned on their faces, 

' gfecond Explosion Occurs. 

When firemen of Engine 56 dragged a 
line of hose up the stairs to the top 
floor opposite the entrance to. the 
studio a second explosion occufred and 
they were hurled back against the wall. 
Deputy Chief Curtain was struck by a 
burst of flamé that singed the whiskers 
off one side of his fate. His comrades 
also were slightly burned, The men of 
the truck company were ordered to run 
ladders to the top of the building, but 
when Assistant Chief Martin discovered 
the dangerous condition of the rear wall 
he called the truck fighters back. 

Fire Marshal Thomas Brophy started 
an invéstigation soon after the fire 
was extinguished. He said he had been 
told. by other ‘tenants of the building 
that they had heard similar but lighter 
explosions throughout the day. They 
had become accustomed to think the re- 
ports. were merely the result of flash- 
light ¢€xposures, but noticed the ex-

WASHINGTON, April 2. — President 
Wilson again has the railroad wage de- 
mands in his hands. Following the re- 
fusal yesterday of the railway managers 
on the conference committee to consider 
the billion-dollar wage increase unless 
the public was represented upon the 
tribunal, the ratlway unions today ap- 
pealed to the President, which means 
that the matter must now go to the 
Labor Board authorized under the new 
Transportation bill.

The resolution also declared against 
raising the money through a bond issue 
and favors obtaining it by means of a 
sales or luxury tax. It is expected that 
the bonus bill will provide for vo- 
cational education and monetary bonuses 
and involves an expenditure in excess 
of $1,500,000,000. This legislation will be 
worked out in detail by sub-committees, 
which begin work Monday.

nothing except notify the pickets that | 
they must keep moving. . 

Propose te Extend Picketing. 


It was explained by some of the pick- 
ets that they did not represent any or- 
ganization devoted to, the cause of Irish 
freedom, but were perfecting a plan for 
keeping up the picketing until some- 
thing was done. The picketing, it was 
explained, might be extended to British 
Consulates in other cities, and to the 
State Department, in the hope of oLtain- 
ing at the latter a definite promise from 
the Government that it would aid the 
cause of Ireland. It had been decided 
not to picket the White House. 

Most of the women who did picket 
duty today were from out of town, and 
most. were from New York. 

The first to appear at the Embassy this 
morning were Mrs. James Walsh and 
Mrs. Harry Walker of New York, who 
arrived in a motor car. Each bore a 
pasteboard placard. The legend borne ~ 
by Mrs. Walsh read: 

** Engiand, American women condemn 
your reign of terror in the Irish Repub- 
lic."’

BIG JEWEL ROBBERY

Sneak Thief or Burglar Carries

“There is undoubtedly a great need 
for such work,’’ Captain Howard said 
today. ‘‘ As the situation stands now, it 
is the impoverished drunkard—the ‘ pro- 
toplasmically alcoholic ’—that is suffer- 
ing. Without question, there are many 
such, persons for whom a sudden depri- 
vation of all whisky means physical 
disaster. The law as it stands recog- 
nizes no addicts, a fact which ‘places 
this class at the mercy of every shyster 
physician, who does not hesitate. to 
profiteer at the expense of his patient.”’ 
Captain Howard pointed out that the 
closing of~ the eat majority of drink 
cure institutions. makes the need of such 
an innovation all the more necessary.

A. W. Riley sayé'He Wilk Get Fadts 
‘No Matter Whom /They Hit— 
Easy on * Little: Fellows.” 


No apiount of political wirepulling in 
Washington is going to influence the 
work of the “‘ Flying Squadron ’’ of the 


Department of Justice in rynning down 
cotiteors in New York City, Armin W. 
ley, chief investigator for Assistant 

Attorney General Francis P. Garvin, 
said yesterday after relating an experi- 
ence. with one firm. Mr. Riley, who has 
opened an ee at Room 505, Federal 
Building. said’ he’ asked the firm for 
certain data which he knew already had 
been. compiled. The official to whom 
the request; was made, Mr. Riley said, 
remarked that “ certainly, we ‘will be 
glad to supply you with the information, 
but you cannot expect us to put our 
entire clerical. force at work on_ this 
data, so you won't mind waiting for 
four or five days.’’ 

Meantime, Mr.. Riley said, word came 
by telephone from Washington that the 
firm “was trying. to: work: the: political 
wires in Washington in order to get out 
of supplying the information called for. 
The answer from Washington, Mr. Riley 
said, will be that the inforrration must 
be supplied. 

‘I want to make’! it ‘char Mr. Riley 
said, ‘‘that no political influence is 
going to figure in the work we have set 
out to do here, The Attorney General 
has told us to do this; has told-us_.to 
get the facts, no matter whom they hit, 
and we are going to-do it. The bi 
fellow will find that no attention wil 
be paid to his political wirepulling’ in 
Washington.”’ 

Mr. Riley will-pass on all protests 

against his efforts that’ are sent to 

ashington. He plans to spend half the 
time in Washington“ and half. here. He 
will get. to Washington soon. after com- 
plaints are’ sent in and will have an 
important part in framing the replies. 

Very little trouble is anticipated from 
the ‘‘ little fellow,’' Mr. Riley «said, and 
in most. cases the Grand Jury may not 
even be troubled with hearing the. evi- 
dence against him.

There have 
been other prison sentences, as well as 
fines ranging as high as $5,000. It was 
said the work of the Squadron in. Albany 
had resulted in a lowering of the prices 
of meats and clothing. 

Recently the Paar oent of . Justice 
agents seized 38,000 pounds of sugar 
from a candy manufacturer up-State 
who was hoarding it and selling it for 
17 and 18 cents a pound. The sugar was 
sold by the Government to grocers at 
9%. cents a pound and they in turn sold 
it to’ the consumer for 11% cents. 

“The strike of harbor workers will 
not be accepted as an excuse for putting 
up prices,’ Mr. Riley declared. ‘‘ The 
dealers can’t take advantage of an em- 
ergency of this kind. The poor cannot 
be made to suffer just because there 
happens to be a labor disturbance. The 
dealer, in putting up prices, is not being 
rewarded for any business acumen. The 
raising of prices in an emergency of this 
kind is just the sort of thing we are 
here to head off if we can.’’ 

Although the office has been open only 
since 8 o'clock Thursday afternoon, 
nearly 100 complaints of high prices had 
been. received yesterday. One person 
wrote of a merchant who was offering 
clothing at a profit of 50 to 75 per cent. 
Investigators were put to work on thé 
case immediately. In their zeal to get 
after all the alleged profiteers, one man 
wrote in that a newsboy charged him 3 
cents instead of 2 cents for an evening 
newspaper. 

One complainant told of a druggist 
charging him 15 cents for a dozen pills 
taken from a bottle containing 100 pills, 
the whole of which ordinarily sells for 25 
cents. The druggist will have to explain 
this transaction to Department of Jus- 
tice agents. One of Mr. Riley’s assist- 
ants said a thorough investigation is to 
be made into the reported advance of 10: 
cents a hundred in the price of ice, and/ 
also of the report that the price of> coal. 
is to be. increased. 

Mr. Riley made it plain that the°staff 
of Department of Justice men have been 
sent here not merely to have a good 
time but to let the public know that the 
beset Act is still in- force and that it has 
teeth.

PEACE IN GERMANY. 

The Westphalian ’coon has come 
down and Germany’s internal troubles 
appear to have ceased for the time 
being.- Whether they will start again 
and how far they will go-when they do 
start must depend on the attitude of 

the Ebert Government. The failure of 
Kapp and the threat of the Red risings 
in Saxony and on. the ‘Ruhr have 
swung that Government further to, the 
left, have disposed of NosKE and com- 
pelled -some encouraging reforms in 
personnel, and they have probably 
also thrown. @ scaré into the reac- 
tionaries; for, while a more generally 
supported monarchist ‘rising, con- 
ducted by the right men, could prob- 
ably. threaten German republicanism 
far more seriously than did. the 
** putsch ’’ of Kapp and LUETTWITZ, 
its chancés of ultimate success would 
be very dubious.. The more successful 
such a rising might be at the outset, 
the more probable the eventual col- 
lapse into Bolshevism. 
In other words, the work which’ was 
begun, but only begun, by the revolu-, 
tion. of November, 1918, has gone a 
long way forward. There is still much. 
to do:in the way of removing -reac- 
tionary military influences from the 
German Government, and the progress 
of liberalization has been over the op- 
position of most of the leaders of this 
nominally democratic-Socialist repub- 
lic. -But Germany is better off, safer 
for the world and safer for herself, 
than she was before the Kapp rebel- 


lion, and the Ruhr insurgents deserve

The exact terms: of the agreement on j.

MONTEVIDEO, Uruguay, April 2 
(Associated Press).—_Washington Bel- 
tran, editor of the newspaper El Pais, 
was shot and killed in a duel today by 
José Batlle Ordonez, former President 
of Uruguay. 

The quel took place this morning with 
the usual formalities, and with seconds 
and surgeons in attendance. 

The weapons used were pistols. Bel- 
tran was shot in the breast and died 
shortly afterward. 

The morning newspapers today printed 
announcements of the impending duel. 
They said that former President Batlle 
had sent his seconds to Beltran, chal- 
lenging the journalist because of state- 
ments published in El Pais which Batlle 
considered offensive. Beltran was a Na- 
lonalist member of the Chamber of Dep- 
uties and a leader of that party, which 
is opposed to the “‘ Batlligtas.’’ 

Batlle twice has been President of 


Uruguay. His last term. was from 1906 
to 1910. ’ 

Yesterday. was. not the first time that 
José.

At hvuon he spoke before tne City Club, 
anu at 4 o'clock he auuressed the Wo- 
man’s..City. Club. ln tne evening he 
made an address befure the students of 
tne School of Commerce of Northwestern 
University along the tines of interna- 
tional reiationsuip trom the financial 
point of view. 

Mr. Vanderlip seemed to startle the 
business men who assembled at the City 
Club when he told them tnat the United 
States was bucking its way through an: 
eva of false prosperity and that unless | 
vital changes were made in the indus- 
trial situation of the country an explo-! 
sion was due. 

‘There are three things upon which 
real prosperity must be bused,’’ he said. 

*Tnese are ample’ fresh capital, 
cient labor and an apprehension of 
sound . economic principles. We are 


three fundamentals, and our 
is false as well as dangerous. 

‘“‘ Incomes today are larger than ever 
before. . Profits are larger. Yet fresn ; 
capital for business enterprise is less 
available than ever before. The chief : 
reason for this is the Government taxes. 

‘* About one-third of one per cent. of 
the nation hold bonds and provide ‘he 
capital for big industry. Today, the 
Government tax reaches as high as 79, 
per cent. on individual income. 
result is that a 4% per cent. 
obligation equals a 17 per cent. taxed 
obligation and that today $14,000,000,000 
rare tied up in 4i, per cent. enterprises. 
The main source of fresh capital has 
been dried up. 

“ But even were the tax reduced, the 
situation would not be sound. There is 
labor. ‘I have talked with scores of big 
business men. ‘The .consensus of their 
opinions is that .abor is’ today 60 per 
cent. efficient. 

*““ Never before in the history %f ‘our 
country was there so much emplo; ment. 
And yéet, despite this fact, our pro- 


prosperity ' 


The reason for this, or rather the 
reasons, are obvious. Labor is unsatis- 
fied. You may-say this is due to dema- 
gogues, to foreign-born agitators and so 
forth and be quite correct. It is also 
due to fallacies which have crept into 
labor's mind, 
fact that a class’ cgnsciousness 
arisen and-that labor 
ployers have been unfair. 

“And labor thinks correctly on the: 
subject. Employers have been unfair. 
and they must now make up for_it by 
| being fair in the facc of labor’s unfair- 
ness. Shop councils and different va- | 
| rieties of reform are necessary. I recom- | 
mend for your attention the report of 
| the Industrial Committee made in 
Washington, of which Mr. Hoover was 
a member. But even with labor efficient 
and capital plentiful our prosperity 
would still be on a false bottom. 

‘“‘The inflation of currency and of 
bank credit has more than anything been 
responsible for the 250 per ecnt. rise in 
prices in the last six years. Wages have 
not kept pace with prices and false 
inflation has added to the chaos,
